After 
he had bought them it was said that he was 
acting for E. D. Morgan. 

“When Don d’Oro was retired from racing last 
fall Morgan got him from August Belmont. 
Like Mr. Belmont, Mr. Morgan has always L>e»u 
a great admirer of the Rayon d’Or strain of 
blood, and in the Don be thinks he has a most 
worthy successor to that great stallion. Don 
d’Ore will be placed at the head of the stud and 
will be given every opportunity to make a name 
for himself. The well-bred mare Arnica was 
eecured from Mr. Belmont at the same time. 
She will be a worthy companion to Bandusia, 
one of the beet matrons ia the country, who is 
now located at Hezlewcod farm. 

“It is the intention of Mr. Morgan to go on the 
turf actively in a short time. He has bssn in 
touch with it for some time in a small way, bat 
it is now hie purpose to breed and race exten- 
sively. He has owned Blue Devil and run him 
in his name and colors for a conple of seasons, 
but this horse has been of such poor quality— 
be won one race this season— that Mr. Morgan 
has not considered him seriously. W, P. Burch 
trains Bine Devil and will undoubtedly have 
Mr. Morgan's new string of racers. Mr. Morgan 
is a member of the state racing committee.”

Amendments to the rales reported by the 
committee were adopted, the most important 
change being the dimensions cf the jumps, as 
follows : 

“Rule 3. section 6. In all steeplechase courses 
there shall be at least six fauces in every mile. 
There shall be a water jump at least twelve 
feet wide and two feet deep, to be guarded by 
a fence not less than two feet in perpendicular 
heigbt. There shall be in each course at least 
two jumps as follows : Ditch five feet wide and 
two feet deep, which shall be guarded on the 
taking-off side by a siugla rail, and on the land- 
ing side there shall be a fence of not less than 
four feet six inches in perpendicular height 
and of three feet in width. 

The minimum perpendicular height of all 
other jumps shall uot be lees than four fast six 
inches and the minimum width three fset. The 
rails er board protecting a fence shall not be 
leas than three feet in parpen lioular heigbt 
on the take-off side, except on the water jnmp,”

BARNET AND FELIX. 

If Barney Scbreiber’s lack holds ont a little 
while longer, he is likely to get back all the 
money he has lost tba last few years. And 
there is none who would wish it otherwise. 

There is no better known character on the 
tnrf than the good-natured, though at times 
irascible, Scbreiber. When he wins he is 
smiles. When he loses there is gloom aronnd 
his neighborhood. It used to be a case of 
“smiles” all the time. Then gloom got the 
upper hand; now “smiles” are predominant. 

When Falix Carr was riding for him be 
couldn’t lose. Now Felix is training for him 
and he is winning again. 

Back in the days when Barney used to count 
ont pins to purchasers, he was known for his 
honesty, He was never a pin “shy” to a cus- 
tomer. It waB tha same way when he began 
to race horses. Early in the game he bought 
a horse or two that could win. And whenever 
the conld win they did win. Other owners 
began to see there was no nee trying to tamper 
with Barney or his bey Felix. So they tam- 
pered with their own horses and bet on Bar- 
ney’s. As a result he won mneh oftener than 
be should have done. In other words, his 
horses were “shoved in.” Barney always bet 
on his horses whether they had a chance to win 
or not. Sometimes they were at impossible 
prices. He made plenty of money. 

Then Felix Carr grew too heavy to ride, and 
Barney’s rsverses began. He signed Jerry 
Chora, one of the best all-around riders this 
country has ever Been. Barney thought he was 
as honest as Felix Carr, bnt he was mistaken. 
People told him Chorn was palling horses. 

"Get away,” he’d say. “Jerry bet me $500 on 
that horse. Do yon think he’s going to pn'.l 
one be bets on like that?” 

Bnt Chorn owed Barney the $500. He was 
getting his from Little Pete and his band of 
conspirators. When Chorn was ruled off he 
owed his employer nearly $10 000. Yet no one 
believes that Schreiber has ever b9ea thor- 
oughly convinced that Chorn was croaked. 

He went from bad to worse. Last summer, at 
Saratoga and New York, he had a brief return 
of fortune, winning several races and Borne 
good bats. Then hs sold Jinks for a good price 
to Mr. Whitney and bought Bannockbnrn and 
Fly By Night from Pat Danne for |5,000. 

“He’s crazy,” everybody said. “What does he 
want with two broken-down horses? Any time 
Pat Danne lets one go yon cau gamble it is not 
mnch good,” 

Bnt the croakers were wrong this time, at 
least in Bannockbarn’s case That horse was 
nevsr better in his life than now. He has 
taken np hie entitled weight and twice ran 
miles in 1 :39, beating swell fields fer valuable 
stakes. Enthusiastic people say hs is the best 
horse in America. That is perhaps going a bit 
too far, though it would be puzzling to pick 
one to beat him. 

Now horsemen and track followers, who are 
superstitions above everything else, are saying 
this is some more Schreiber lock brought to 
him by his mascot, Felix Carr. Fer Felix is 
training his horses now and has been winning 
races, too. Bnllman, his jockey, is riding in 
great form, too, and everything is coming 
Schreibsr’s way, With a reasonable handicap, 
Bannockburn looks almost certain of winning 
the Barns stake.— San Fraacisco Examiner.
